Fricoart, like Montauba, consista of 
piles of ruins that attest the power of 
vur heavy. shells.

We cross the ruins of Frieourt. Not 
far off the battle continues, the British 
progressing. and. improving their. posi- 
tions.

the western. portion of the village. 

We return ‘behind the line of fire and 
find in one place.a group of prisoners of 
the 86th Tnfaniry Regiment, of which o 
whole battalion surrendered at Fricourt, 
In answer to my questions, they eaid they 
came two’ days before from Tahure, in 
Champagne. ’They surrendered ‘so quickly 
‘because they had no shelter and the artil- 
lery decimuted them.
